When % physician know* tit at nay povaoe 
whom ha Is called to visit i« afflicted with..any dip 
eaae danterons to the pnblic health, ho Shall imasa- 
diately give notice tlirrrnf t«» the..Board of HealBl 
of the town, and If he refuses or neglect* to give such 
notice, he shall forfeit fo* each offence a mm not leas 
than $30, or more *han $100.

Mixed Fruits for Preserving. 

There arc some fruits too ncid to bo 
canned Mono thnt nrc very much im¬ 
proved by mixing cithers with them. 
Black berries put up with red plums or 
blue plums nro better than cither of 
tlicso fruits canned separately, l'inur* 
are too tnrt nnd blackberries nrc quite 
often insipid, if of tbo smaller varieties 
or if the season be a wet one. A very 
l>ercoptible difference is shown in the 
amount of sugnr necessary to sweeten 
them when canned together. Tho fruit 
can be taken half and half or in tho 
proportion of ono-third of tho nour 
fiuit. 

Cherries and raspberries together mnke 
a very good sauce, stewed; nl*o rasp- 
bernos and currnnts, but currant seeds 
nic very objectionable to many poo pi o. 
The juices of th$ two make excellent 
jdly. Raspberry or bluckl»crry jam can 
l»c made from the flowing recipe: To 
twelve pounds of b<fTic< take six pounds 
of tart apples, ret Astrachan, pooled 
and quartered ; rook the fruit together 
with just sidlicient water in tho begin¬ 
ning to keep the apples from sc irching. 
Boil hard for two hours. Then add 
twelve pounds of while sugar and boil 
hard twenty minute^ An extra stove- 
lid on the top of tho'ono next to the tiro 
will prevent the fruit from burning. 
Iron rings can ho purcha-md nt tho tin 
shop for a few cent*, which nro very 
convenient for standing tho kettlo on 
while doing slow cooking; nn old pic- 
pnn invcrtol will prevent tho coutents 
of a small kottlc from burning. Jams 
need thorough cooking in order to in- 
suro their keeping without mold if put 
nway unsealed. 

Saved Ily Sea-Weed. 

The East India spice-laden clipper 
ship, Anahuac, 118 days out from Cey¬ 
lon, was sighted rocently by tho tug 
Hercules off tho capes of the Delaware, 
leaking badly, and wai towed to New 
York. She had on b»ard a cargo of 
spices worth $1,000,000, nnd the ship 
was saved from foundering on tho voy¬ 
age in n moit cur ion* manner. 

On the ship’s second day out from 
Ceylon it was noticed that the vessel 
was leaking. The leak gradually in¬ 
creased off tho Capo of Good Hope 
nftcr a severe westerly ga!e, with a 
mountainous sea. The water gained 
rapidly, an 1 the courso of the vessel 
was turned toward 8\ Helena. But 
still the leak incroiscd to twenty inches 
per hour, nnd Captain Weldon seriously 
contemplated abandoning tho vessel, 
nnd ho would probably have done so 
had not the ve-sul reached the Gulf 
Stream current, where the drift sen-weed 
worked itself into the crevices of the 
ship's bottom, slopping the leak and 
giving all hands nn opportunity to rest. 

As long as possible the vcskoI was 
kept in this great current of water, and 
then her courso was sha|>cd toward the 
Capes. On arriving «IT the coast the 
leak again increns-d, nnd when found 
by tho Hercules tho ship was leaking nt 
the rate of twenty-four inches per hour. 
To the drift sea-wtoed alone do tho 
owners owe the salvation of the finest 
vessel in tho world'* merchant marine, 
nnd one of the most vnluablo cargoes a 
sailing vc<«ol ha* over brought to 
America. She ha 1 on hoard over 4000 
tons of Ceylon spices, valued nt $1,- 
000,000. 

Extraordinary Smuggling. 

An extrnordi iury case of .smuggling 
is reported from Bourabaya, in Java. A 
Chinese passenger having died on board 
a junk which was anchored in the road¬ 
stead, the health otHc-T of the port 
went off, and, after viewing tho body, 
gave the necessary permit for burial. 
The master of the junk then csuie on 
shore and ordered n Ur^o coffin of the 
usual Chinese kind. During the early 
hours of the morning the crew, with 
tho cotli i. lanlel, and the fum-ral pro¬ 
cession passed along the struct*. After 
the funeral the party went l»:uk to the 
junk, which immediately put out to sea. 
lu the middle of the day xuini natives 
found an empty coffin in the middle of 
the road close by t e Chinese cemetery, 
which not ouly smelt strongly of opium, 
but also hud small (articles of the drug 
adhering to its sides. Tnc custom 
hou'u authorities found the maker of 
the coffin, who blent itied it a* tho one 
supplied to the master of tho juak.and 
the dead liody of the Chinaman was 
washed ashore >oon afterward, so that 
it was dear that he hud been throwu 
overboard, aid the burial permit used 
to smwggli on sh-irc a large c* din full 
of OOlUUI. 


MM AND GARDEN. 

BiaAPPOIXTMCRT WITH It** If ANHUI- 

Many farmers over estimate the value 
of hen manure. At It comes from birds, 
they ere misled Into regarding it aa 
rquat to guano, which is the rotted ex¬ 
crement of birds fed on fishee-—one of 
the richest foods in phosphoric acid. If 
common fowls were fed fish or lean 
meat, with plenty of pounded bones, 
their manure would In* much more valu¬ 
able than it is. The mo it common food 
of fowls In this country is corn, and 
from this the hen gets hardly enough 
albumen and phosphorus to make egg 
and shell. In summer fbwls are often 
obliged to live Inrgely upon grast, and 
this makes very poor insnur.*. —A m«ri. 
can Cu/f.Mtor. 

VT.RTtl.lxr.Ra FOR STRAW liP.RRIRt- 

A Connecticut clergyman has a new 
strawberry bed—about one-third of an 
acre—that he wishes to top-dreas with 
artificial fertilixers. Ho cannot get 
wood ashes or stable manur*. Bow on 
the bed this fall one hundred pounds of 
any good complete commercial ferti- 
lixer, and next spring, ns soon as the 
frost is out of the ground, now fifty 
pounds of nitrate of soda broadcast on 
the bed, nnd in two or three weeks, or 
as soon as the plants have fairly started, 
it will do no harm to sow twenty-five 
pounds more of nitrate of soda in the 
row*, being careful not to dust it on the 
tender leaves. This will, in all proba¬ 
bility, give a great crop of ntrawberriea. 
But lie careful to keep out the weeds, 
or they will “gobble up” tho nitrate.— 
American Agriculturist, 

CALVIN IN TOOR CONDITION. 

Complaint is frequently made by cor¬ 
respondents of tho Agriculturist that 
their young calves do not do well, 
though well-fed nnd out to excellent 
pasture. There are two prnmient rea¬ 
sons why they do not do well. If fed 
milk, tho milk-pail is rarely or never 
cleansed, nnd the high temperature of 
the season produce* the rapid genera¬ 
tion of acids pernicious to tho deliente 
digestive organs of young calves, pro¬ 
ducing indigestion or diarrhea. Anothor 
course injurious, is the too-constant ex¬ 
posure to the nornidny sun. Evon adult 
cuttlo require alia 1 -j in the pasture. 
The milk of cow* running in unshaded 
pastures is abnormal. It liccomea 
changed in character, so that ^neither 
good, healthy milk nor sound butter 
can be secured. Shade and bushes in 
the pasture largely protect cattlo from 
the annoynnee of Hies. Calves os well 
is cows nnd oilier cattle require a full 
snd free supply of good cold water all 
‘lie year round, nnd especially in sum¬ 
mer. Let him, then, who sullors from 
thirst remomber tint lit* poor dofense- 
Icss kino likewise stiff rr, and that tho 
quenching of feverish thirst is alike 
both grateful toman and brute. 

"COW-FOX." 80-CALLED. 

The disease (if of sufficient import- 
inc5 to Le called a di*ea*e), which ap¬ 
pears in iittlo puslulos on teats, and, 
more rarely, on udders of cows, saya 
0. 8. Bliss in the New York Tribune, 
is known among farmers as “cow-pox.'* 
Except as an aunoyance while milking 
it is generally of no consequence to 
:ithcr man or beast. Most farmers pay 
ao attention to it, except to 
carefully avoid* getting the scales 
into tho milk. Olliers have an 
•dea that it is communic.ible, and take a 
leal of pains to cleanse the sores before 
faring to milk the cows. In some few 
roses the pustules become so numerous 
u to run into one another, when there 
s a liability to caun thi true skin to 
rrack mid produce an annoying sore. In 
(hat case it may be well to rub off the 
icabor head of each nnd apply some mild 
caustic. Dry air-sink el lime rubbed on 
s aa good as anything cl so. Dry ap- 
olications ar® preferable to liquids of 
my kind. Tho «li*ea«e is generally 1 m?- 
ieved to Ik? contagious, and liable to 
run through wholo herds and neighbor¬ 
hoods. Whether thnt is ao or not is of 
so particular moment, so long as it re¬ 
mains entirely innocuous, as at present. 
This is not “kino-pox," as many seem 
to suppose. 

TRAINING HORSES. 

It i* very correctly remarked by Col- 
aiaMs Iiural World that but few men 
make aucccssful trainers of horses. We 
tiavn sometimes thought that, like 
poet*, they were born, not ma le. Thin 
ls true to a very great extent for tho rea¬ 
son that there is required a combination 
of certain traits of character, the pos¬ 
session of only one or two of which will 
insure failure; lienca it is that of tw’o 
colts similar in dis position aud sense, 
ono may develop into a steady and val¬ 
uable lion® while the other may be 
vicious, treacherous and unsafe. The 
general farmer who raises good colt a 
may, as a rule, safely abandon (he idea 
of training, and when he can get a 
good prico for them, sell, and never 
after it regret doing ho if they prove 
fast and valuable, because iu his own 
| hands they might never havo done ao. 

A good trainer must have an innate love 
! for the home, he must be of an 
| observing m ud ao as to note 
•very pha-e of his character 
iud every action in his behavior and 
j -ouduct. He must U* firm ami gentle, 

; »oid of irritability an l the least seiu- 
1 >lanro of paasioo. With tbcac, (tatii'm e 
oust have it* Bi04t (N-rfect work. Tin 
, lorsc kuoWH nothing but wht> he learn-, 

> uid if he has a |»oer teacher, oue gis«-n 
j o irrabiiity or pa**ion, void of under 


standing for lack of perception, or who 
charges vicionsneee and mean ness where 
only hit own want of tact in ttRehlng is 
exhibited, he Is more than apt to make 
a very poor scholar nnd never exhibit 
hla beat talent. A well bred Horae ha« 
brains and intelligence—that Is to say, 
has aptitu lo for instruction—’lence Is as 
clay in the hands of the potter and can 
be made pretty much what the auperiot 
intelligence of his trainer dadrea. On? 
lacking in firmness or decision of char¬ 
acter will never make a trainer, nor will 
one who has more force than judgment 
or is wanting in thnt pntient tact essen¬ 
tial to the wooing and winning both the 
confidence and the affection of his 
horse. 

WATERING 8TOCR. 

It might lie supposed that any one 
who wants a drink of water for himself, 
would think of watering hit stock; but 
man is a selfish animal, and U apt to 
think of his own wants first, lest, and 
nil the time. These being satisfied, he 
gires himself no further thought oi 
trouble nbiut the rest of creation. 
When the finer feelings of humanity 
will not prompt him, tho more sordid 
ones of self.interest may, though there 
are many who will not ho prompted 
even by this. 

Stock may havo ai abundance of dry 
fool of the very host quality and fed 
to them at regular and pr« p*r intervals 
of time, but it will not thrive on these, 
unless it has access to water whenever 
desired, to supply nece»sary moisture 
to tho system, aauat digestion, and make 
puro blond. B inning streams of watai 
cannot In? hod in every pasture field, 
but substitutes ran 1>o supplied by arti¬ 
ficial mean*. Wo 1* can bo put down, 
and pump* introduced lo bring the 
wnter up, troti’hs enn bo placed to re- 
ceivc it, and *tock can ho watered at 
these troughs. 

Whni stuck become* very thirsty, by 
l»eing kept from water too Ion j a time, 
there is danger of it drinking too much; 
hut when it has access to water fre¬ 
quently, thore is no danger of this. 
Young stock requires watering more 
frequently than older ones, as it drinks 
less ut u time. Some fanners water 
their stock once a day, somo two, some 
three tiinoi; this may do tolerably well 
in tho winter for full-grown itock, 
when tho weather is vc.y cold; hut dur¬ 
ing tho warm weather of summer, whon 
the days aro long, third will bo vary | 
injurious to the stock running to pas 
ture. m I 

As a rule, if you want to innko money J 
on stock, it mus*. hivj the best of euro, 
it must have food an 1 wafer regularly, 
mud he kept clean, and in every way 
innde comfortable nt nil seasons of the 
year, must not be frightened, scolded, 
whipped, nor in any way abused. If 
you ennnot inako up your mind to treat 
stock in this manner, you hail bettci 
•ell out and go into soma other busi¬ 
ness .—Prairte Parmer. 


FARM AND GARDEN NOTES. 

In getting rid of woods gather up and 
destroy those thnt havo gone to seed, or 
a good part of tho work will be lost. 

Weeds should bo kept out of sweet 
potato an I squash vines, and the vines 
should not he allowed to strike roots at 
the joints. 

In very many coses when plowing a 
green crop under to enrich the soil, 
an application of litno will increase its 
value materially. 

A strong, healthy fowl is worth a 
wholo flock of birds thnt are alwaya 
droopy or non-productive, no matter 
what the breed may be. 

Seriout damage is often done to the 
growing crops at this season of the 
year by stock breaking through poo r 
fence*. Aro yours good? 

Now is a good time to innko a thor¬ 
ough cleaning up nround the farm 
building*; the ninnure can bo used to a 
good advantage in the fi*ld*. 

There is a groat difference in the 
flavor of Tomatoes. If you have a vari- 
I cty that suits your taste, be sure and 
save f-ome seed and grow that kind. 

When the liens have tho range of a 
fiel I, with plenty of g«a*s and insects, 
pulverized charcoal will of ton prove 
beneticinl in preventing bowel diseasos. 

India’s Four Systems of Irrigation.

in China. The Ganges Cana!, for in¬ 
stance, is an artificial river. It is iu 
tended to carry nearly 7000 cubic feel 
of water |>er second.

(ret and its width 170 feet in its upper 
part. Including its principil branches 
it is 900 miles iu length, aud it is in¬ 
tended to irtigato 1,500,000 acres of 
laud. Its original capital cost va> 
about $12 000,000, nut iucluding iu 
tt*rcst or other charges. In the United 
Slates th® same work would cost $10O,- 
000,000.

WEYMOUTH FAIR. 


The report of the ftr*t day of tlio fair 
of the Weymouth Agri«ultur»l ami In- 
diutrial Society, published last week, 
gave particulars of the erhibltinn in the 
hall in some departments, further de¬ 
tails of which are now continued. 

The unfavorable weather of the open¬ 
ing day was succeeded on Irjdav by 
clear skies, and the attendance tliol day 
was verv umtlfying to the niannijers, 
about »inn« being tnken for admission 
at the gate, and the grounds presented 
an animated aspect. The grand altrnc. 
tion of the day was tho exhibition of 
Humphrey" celebrated troupe ot 
trained horses, which appeared at II n. 
m. and 3 p. m.. and gave the most un¬ 
bounded satisfaction to a delighted au¬ 
dience. Thebeauty of tho animal* and 
their intelligent response to the com. 
mauds of the manager was a striking 
exhibit of the patience nml skill of their 
trainer, and the performancejra *i wj 
of the ever given nt our loral fair*. 

The Weymouth Band win present 
Friday and'gave a flno musical enter- 
talnment through the day. 

The list of sjiorts was ample in varie¬ 
ty, the draught horse exhibition occur¬ 
ring at 100 . m.. walking horses at 11-A 
S.B0 race nt t p. in.. -J.40 men at 1 p. in.. 
base ball matcii at 3.30 p. m. between 
the H. & I- tennis of South W cymout li 
and North Abington. ilctnils of the 
events being given below. 

Saturday morning gave promise of 
another fine day, and n largo company 
again gathered nt the grounds tile ex- 
rneouer nf the society receiving an nil- 
dltion whicli ensureil tin* llnnnelnl sur- 
cess of the fair, the entire receipts bo- 
ing over $12100, a* estimated. M r. Rod¬ 
ney Torrey, who linn officiated as ticket 
seller for a quarter of a injury, was 
on hand ns usual, and it has been sug¬ 
gested by friends of flie society that a 
silver surprise gift be tendered him for 
his faithful service of 2ft years. 

The American Hand occupied the 
stand on Saturday, and their concerts 
during the day added mudi tcujie at¬ 
tractions. The sports commenced at 
10.30 a. m.. with a wagon race, followed 
by running race for horses, cavalcade, 
in which about ftO carriages were in line, 
pacing race, trotting for $100 purse, 
free to all, bicycle rac es, and base ball 
match between the East Weymouth* 
and the King Phillip* of Uockland, 
which continued until night came, 
when the clubs were tied—4 to 1. 

While tho sports were in progress the 
several departments of the exhibitions 
were objects of attraction to many, 
among these being a line show of cattle, 
horses and hogs in the stock pens, nml 
large show of fowls and pet animals in 
the hall at the grand stand. Of stock, 
the most noted was the herd of it Dev¬ 
ons, bv J. IT. Leach, of Bridgewater, 
many full blood Jerseys and handsome 
grade stock, a very tine cow of this stock 
being shown by Alvnii Raymond; J. H. 
Curtis of Nor well exhibited a choice 
registered Jersev bull, TIiomas.T. Nash 
a full blood Holstein and .1. II. Leach a 
full blood Devon bull. 

Tho show of pigs was better than 
ever before, A. Haymond Exhibiting j 
the fattest of fat porkers, C. K. Brews¬ 
ter of Norwell, a litter of 8 pigs. Pres¬ 
ton Prntt a breeding sow and 11 pigs, 
John Daley 4 large fat lings, with many 
others of which mention is made in tho 
premium list. The Sup’t of Stock, 
Quincv L. Heed K*q., was comfortably 
housed this year in a new building 
erected in front of the stock pens for 
Ids accommodation, which tilled a “long 
felt want/* ... , 

A fine show was made in the poultry 
department, the owners of pigeons 
making a display, Crossley & Clark s 
exhibit being especially good, I'ratt & 
Butler and J. O. Ilicknell also securing 
first premiums for specimens. Preston 
Pratt hail an extra lot of fowl* and 
Cutting & Estes were also prominent 
exhibitors. E. Belcher had a lot of line 
ducks and geese. E. E. Heed had a 
nice display of pups, including fox 
hounds, Newfoundlands ami hull ter¬ 
riers, and Fred Heed displayed Angora 
kits and Manx cats. Details of this 
show are given in premium awards. 

A pretty exhibition of trained birds 
was given at intervals during the day, 
and afforded great entertainment for 
the juveniles, the winged performers 
acting their parts wit h surprising docil¬ 
ity. drawing wagons, climbing ladders 
and picking out flags of several nations 
at command, with other feats. 

Ti»e hucksters anti refreshment pur¬ 
veyors drove a brisk trade Friday and 
Saturday, anti but one individual was 
found who had a disregard for the liquor 
law, his stock in trade soon being seized 
by officer* Garev and Gardner 
The display of useful anti fancy arti¬ 
cles in the hall was better than ever, 
rare display of elegant embroideries, 
needlework knit goods, afghana, quilts, 
rugs, etc., interesting a continued 
throng of lady visitors. In the art de¬ 
partment were several oil paintings of 
much merit, especial pictures being an 
English coast marine view by Mrs. J. 
E. Porter } “A Quiet Whiff," and pan¬ 
sies by Miss M. T. Walsh; marine view 
by Mrs. K. W. Hunt; cattle group. Miss 
M. L. White. The photographs of the 
portrait artist. K. E. Chapman, of East 
Weymouth, were tine specimens of his 
work. C. I*. Eaton also made a show 
of photos. 

Bread and butter were well repre¬ 
sented, and the cake was very tempt¬ 
ing, while honey and preserves made a 
nice display. 

The fruits anil vegetables were noted 
last week, and no further account of 
these exhibits will bo necessary. 

In manufactured articles we noted a 
nice case of tools from the hardware 
firm of Chute & Canen. who occupy the 
old stand at Rockland of president 
Pool, and make business a success. 

W. S. Tower of Hingham exhibited 
large collection of his popular toy 
wares. 

A prominent feature of the show in 
the hall was the new hot water heater 
of Gus B. Bates, of East Braintree, who 
also has a store in Quincy. Gu* was 
“on deck” every day, and secured a 

f lood number of orders for his improved 
ieater, which possesses superior advan¬ 
tages for economical heating in tin* |h>- 
sition of the coils, which are placed 
over the tire-box, instead of being in 
direct* con tact with the fuel, thus pre¬ 
venting deadening of the fire and se¬ 
curing the fullest action of the heat. 
It is fitted with a patent lever grate 
shaker, and has an addition of hot air 
pipe, to utilize all waste heat, the com¬ 
bination making it a most desirable 
and economical device for heating 
dwellings, stores, und public building-, 
and is meeting with great success in its 
introduction, the heating giving entire 
satisfaction to every purchaser. 

An account of the curiosities shown 
b> Mr. D. M. Easton was given last 
week. It was well worthy of a prize 
but as it did uot come under aiiyox- 
peciul premium award head, a diploma 
was given a* a "reward of merit. 

The orchids of Mr. Geo. Hollis were 
four in number; two of them, oucidiuin 
splendiduin, were growing on small 
blocks of wood with only a little mn»* 
about their roots, ami were abundantly 
flowered. The spikes were about four 
feet long uml much branched, and tin 
blooms looked like (lock* of yellow’but¬ 
terflies floating in the air. They were 
line spcdmeiits, ami ure natives of Bra 
zil. The larger one received llr*t prizt 
us u specimen. The other, oucidiuin 
incurvuiu, was a pink variety from Mex¬ 
ico; the fourth was odoutoglossum 
grande, an orchid from Guatemala, ami 
carried a spike of yellow and brown 
flowers, the individual bloom measuring 
five mehes across, ami was a very tine 
specimen. The collection received a 
gratuity uml from the singularity of 
their growth and the form of their 
flowers were quite a point of interest. 

President Pool uml tho rural sports 
committee, of which Mr. Alvuh May. 
motid i* chairman, labored strenuously 
to make the programme of out-door 
entertainment attractive to the public, 
und the succo*s which followed their 
efforts entitles them to the warmest 
thanks of the society. Praise is also 
due to tho committees in tho various 
departments for their abundant work 
in the many detuils which made up an 
exhibition pleasing and valuable iu all 
respects.

'Incandescent lighting will be delayed 
for a short, time, as the company has a 
new and improved dynamo in course of 
construction, from which larger resis¬ 
tance power can be obtained. The O. 

11. H. Co. have called for u bid to 
light the stations in Weymouth and 
Hingham, and M. C. Dizer A: Co. will 
put 400 lights into their factory. The 
Bradley Fertilizer Co. will take some 
&0 lights, auxiliary to their own plant, 
for use in night work, from 0 p. in. until 
daylight. Applications are being re¬ 
ceived for statements of cost of power, 
and it is probable that many of our fac¬ 
tories will adopt electric power if the 
coit is reasonable. It is said that the 
power can be furnished for an annual 
rate of $100 per horse power, lt i* in 
use at Drake’s factory m Quincy, uml 
proves to be much superior to steam, in 
emialit y ami convenience.

Africa, where IK most «h*tant 
tiilies are reached by missionaries and ntarvcllon* 
triumphs achieved, tlie |»>wer of ttie Ciosjie! mould- 
ini a new life in the heathen, giving greater aecuri- 
ty to life in greater sense of the brotherhood of nun, 
and bringing the graces of Christian culture into 
many hearts ami home*, fourth, the rcHex effect of 
tlie work on the churches at home, a* without their 
latxir in mission erftrrpnse they would become fro¬ 
zen pools instead cf living fountains. 

A meeting held at the M. K. ehurrh 
Ksi*t •V’eymoutli, Tuesday evening, was 
adilrrwted by Rev. Mr. Alvord. of South 
Weymouth. 

Me found a i;reund and inspiration f«>r missiona¬ 
ry work in David’s exultant w.,rd*, "H'c will re¬ 
joice in thy -atvation and in the mme of our Co d 
will we set up our banner*.” A personal experi 
cnee of salvation lay at the basis «-l all interest in 
and impulse to missions. We must also I* Iieve 
what the Scriptures tcaih with t« fereiice to nun's 
Inst condition. The Christian life is more than a 
rejoicing over one’s own salvation; Jesus Christ 
cal!* his disciples to follow on after him, as he leads 
into a world wide contest and conoucst. We are 
so engaged with our daily affairs and our own home 
church work that it is possible that foreign missions 
have not had the real and vital place in our lives 
which they might to have had. While we have be¬ 
lieved in them it is possible that they have I wen a 
mere annex of our Christian thought and labors.— 
lie exhorted Ins hearers to greater interest in mis¬ 
sions, so that at last we and those afar off for whom 
we labor may rejoice together. 

At South UVynioutli Wi’dnosday ev¬ 
ening, Rev. Arthur Little I>. I)., of 
DorelioMer, *|w>ke us follow*: 

He said that oftentimes the church is endarrassed 
by having work and blessings upon her hands un¬ 
expectedly because she had not looked for the an¬ 
swer to her prayer*. Our fathers prayed for the 
conversion ol the world and for doors of opportuni¬ 
ty for preaching the Gospel to the heathen. Now 
the doors stand wide open nearly the whole world 
over and the work crowds upon us. 

I»r. Little raised the question What is the duty 
of the church in the present exigency of missionary 
obligation and labor? lie then proceeded to show 
that there exist* such an exigency, which i* an ap¬ 
peal to the church for the Largest consecration and 
activity. During the pas* *cw years wc have come 
to realize as was not presit jsly realized that for¬ 
eign missions is es'ontially a (o.spcl idea. One of 
the *j'cakcrs at the London Missionary Conference 
said that as wc wonder at the duincss and apathy 
of our forefathers 100 years ago with respect to 
missions, quite likely those who shall live loo years 
hence will wonder in the same way at our indiffer¬ 
ence and lethargy. He alluded to the rebuke that 
Win. Cary received from one of the fathers «.f the 
church at that time when Cary ventured to urge the 
duty of preaching of the Gospel to the heathen; 
•’young man when God wants to convert the heath¬ 
en he will do it, without jour help or mine.’’ 
Among the considerations which were urged a.* 
jiointing to a present exigency in missions were the 
great change of conception and feeling with regard 
to them; the removal of harriers and the n|H.-niug of 
the world’s doors to missionary operations; the way 
the spirit of ti«xi is moving the hearts i f men and 
women to go and labor in the far field. Within a 
ury few years 3S00 have expressed a willingness to 
go if the way shall be provided. So o of these are 
wjtntn. 100 of tins large number have departed 
!■ r mission fields. This number lu* been secured 
largely tliruiigli the labors of Mr. Wilder, a student 
ot theology in New York. Many cf these Volun¬ 
teers are students in colleges an 1 theological semi¬ 
naries. Other students have labored with Mr. Wil¬ 
der for this end. He secured the impulse for the 
work at Mr. Moody’s conference at Nurthfield 3 or 
3 years since. Mr. Wilder is going himself to In¬ 
dia when his father was a missionary, now the great 
need i> the means to send these volunteers. 

It then and there needs to tie great consecration 
on the part ol the church that wc may rise to the 
level of the exigency, t ioj lias brought us to this 
time ami to fail now tn embrace opportunity ami 
grasp the success just before us would be failure in¬ 
deed. 

At Lovell’}* Corner Thursday evening 
Rev. Mr. Kidder, of .Ernst Weymouth, 
spoke as follows: 

The burning question cf the hour is, shall the 
world be evangelized. With the increased facilities 
for intercommunication between nations it is r.o 
longer a question can the world be evangelized, 
but rather shall it be. 

Foreign missions have already demonstrated that 
t!ie gospel that they carry is world wide in its ef¬ 
ficacy. They have proved that it was meant ior 
the Hindoo as well us the Anglo-Saxon. This 
world wide religion nukes itself ot universal inter¬ 
est, because it deal* with questions that are of inter¬ 
est to all men, sucli as the knowledge of Gml, a 
sense of sin, how to bear life’s burdens and how to 
gain a better world. Tncy have also demonstrated 
that all the religious systems of heathenism are im¬ 
portant to break the night that luv settled down 
upon the mind ami heal t. 

They have found that the means that have been 
used m other places are sufficient to accomplish the 
task provided that enough agents can be furnished 
to carry them out. The prosecution of missions in 
foreign parts has worked marvels at home in the 
way ol commercial and educational benefits as well 
as increasing religious devotion in the hearts of be¬ 
lievers. This ha* shown itself in the decrease of 
a ctional pride and bigotry and in the increase of 
philanthropy. 

Missions have gone so tar toward enlightening 
the nations ot the earth that it i* dangerous to halt 
it r fear that tl;e vast population* ot Asia becoming 
familiar with the civilization of Christian nations, 
tlu-.r aits ot war as well as peace, and jet without 
iicing christianized, nay become disturbing elements 
:n occidental politics. The world mu it be evange¬ 
lized The time is ripe, the way i> open. Hull 
we go up and possess the land*! 

Kcv. Willis I>. I.cland of North Weymouth took 
as his theme ‘‘Christ’s Great Commission given Hi* 
church." After explaining this to lx- to preach tho 
G-ispcl to all nation* he showed that the Lord gave 
this commission to his church Itotn the Lord’s own 
words, from the fact that the Lord’* prayer contains 
three petitions for foreign missions; from the tact 
•li.it the Holy Spirit lias and docs work most eftec- 
tivclv among Gentiles and pagan nations; and al*o 
fiom philanthropic motives. He took occasion to 
e*h<<rt his hearers to pray for missions to lie very 
intelligent as well as sympathetic, and loyal to the 
work of this great commission of the Saviour of 
men.

Cult i vat ion of Peppermint. 

The cultivation of pepp -rmmt says a 
Lyons (N. Y.) letter to the New York 
Sun, is simple, hut requires n great deni 
of labor in keeping it free from sveod*. 
The ubiquitous daisy rear* its dainty 
blossom among the peppermint rows, 
a* mueh at homo m it is iu the mead¬ 
ows, and the truholic golden rod en¬ 
riches the mint borders with it* color. 
But while the diihv nnd the golden rod 
uiny Ikj indispensable in inv lady’s cor¬ 
dage. their expressed oil mingling with 
the pungent juico*of tho peppermint do 
not add t<> thc ctlicac? of the latter in 
curing her baby's stomach ache. An¬ 
other weed, unknown i» New York 
State until the Wnym County farmers 
began to cu tivato peppermint, and 
which is still unknown outside of thc 
peppermint field*, i* a perp -tinl menace 
to tho purity of the farmer's prod¬ 
uct. This is locally known ns 
rag weed, hut it is not tireedd-f •shinned 
ragweed that grows every whore. It 
looks something like lettuce, und yield* 
of itself an abundance of bitter uud 
pungent oil. It doe* not require a 
great deal of thl* weed, if distilled 
with tho mint, to diminish greatly tho 
value of a-farmer's crop. No now in¬ 
sect pest ha* followed thc n iltivation of 
peppermint, unlike almost every other 
product of the farm. In-.rcts do not 
iaterfero with tho growth of mint. 
Keeping tho crop free from all weeds is 
the principal care that uttenlt it* culti¬ 
vation. 

A field of peppermint yields twi 
crop*. Tire set*, or part* of old plants, 
are planted in April and May, in rows 
two feet apart. They grow to tho 
height of two fe»*t. Any ouo who had 
never seen peppermint growing would 
suppose it was thc common spearmint 
of the julep nnd sauce for lamb. If he 
press a leaf between lu* linger, howev¬ 
er, the odor of the oil will at once re¬ 
veal the difference.

the conclusion of preaching the Gospel 
for a witness among all nations, is not 
the tniUcniutn or the end of the dispen¬ 
sation, but the etui of the great work 
of giving the Gospel to the whole world 
All will have it then.

Wo are the direct offspring of misrion- 
ary labor. He said that for any of u« 
to say be is not interested in missions 
would be ingratitude as base *ts for n 
man to turn and wantonly strike the 
mother who bore him. We need to go 
ourselves by proxy. If we cant go we 
can 1 do as Carey said "bold the ropes” 
while others descend into the mine. 
We can give our money and that will 
be converting the gross coin into vastly 
higher values. 

Rev. Mr. Palmer emphasized the 
duty of giving.

and thus every time the same results 
may be reached. --Anurioi* Agriculturist.

The lower mammals can live nnd 
flourish with coni|Nirntivcly little c'.iango 
of diet; not so man. Ho demand.! food 
not only dissimilar in it« actual grosser 
nature, but diflfurontly prepared. In a 
word, for the efferent nervous irapulses, 
on which tho digestive processor dupoud, 
to bo properly supplied, it has lire uno 
iifceisary that n variety of afferent im- 
puLes (through tho eye, car, nose, 
pal.de) reach the nervou* centers, attun¬ 
ing them to harmony, so that they shall 
act, yet not intorfero with one another. 

Cooking greatly niters tho chemical 
composition, tho mechanical condition, 
nod, in consequence, the flavor, tho di¬ 
gestibility, nil l the nutritive valuo of 
foods. To illu^trite, meat in its raw 
v million would pro tent mechanical dif¬ 
ficulties. tho digestive fluids permeating 
it less com pie cl/; an obstacle, however, 
of fnr greater magnitude iu tin case of 
mast vegctnb’e food*, fly cooking ror- 
tnn chemical eoinpou i is nr j repla.e 1 
hy others, while some miy be wholly 
removed. As a rule, boiliug is not a 
good form of pro {taring meat, bccuusi 
it withdraws not only silts of impor¬ 
tance, but protci-li ami tho extractive* 
—nitrogen on; and other. Hoof-tea ii 
valuable chmlly liocius? of them ex 
tractive?, though it nho contains a lit¬ 
tle gelatin, albumin, aud f.**s. Hull 
meat furni«hci lei* uut iincut, a large 
part having boon reinove'l by tlio brine; 
not witliNtiimling, all |*crsons nt timos, 
nnd sonio frequently, find such food 
highly lieneflcial, tlio effee'. being 
doubtless not confined to the alimentary 
tract. 

•Bleat, recording to the heat employed, 
may bs so cooked ns to rctnin tho 
greater part of its juices within it, or 
the reverse. With a high temperaturj 
(65 to 70 degreo! C.) the outside in 
roasting may be so quickly hardened as 
to relaiu tho juicus .—Popular Science 
Monthly.

How Turkish It urn nre Made. 

An exact rupro luctiu i of how Turk¬ 
ish ruga aro m ulo in tin Hast is given 
in a allow window o:i Brondway, s.*ys 
tho Njw York Sun. A genu in Turk, 
attired in a p irple lu iio r •aching to his 
feet nnd tie I about thu waist with u 
gaudy snsli, with hi* head encnacl inn 
maroon fox, L giving the exhibition. 
The loon* on which ho works n com¬ 
posed of two iipii 'hts of tin Ircssod 
wood. Between tlie»o uprights at top 
and bottom run two rollers ut riglit an¬ 
gles. Over these rollers it stretchnl a 
network of carl. Two smaller sticks 
are introduced between the interstices 
of the network, one half wiy down and 
the other a few iuclics above the lower 
roller, which serve * to keep the network 
Inut and nls> net ns a guid j for tho eye. 
The operator sits, lailor-fashiou, on a 
Turk is!* rug and within his reach nro 
vkeins of wonted of varioui colars. 
Three or four strands about three inch- 
c*long, nre taken nt i* time. Tneso are 
twilted ubout a single cord, lied and 
then cut off to make the requisite length 
of the fur of tho rug. The next cord 
is & mi tar I v trented, nnd so ou, uutit the 
width of the rug it completed. The 
worker carrioi thu design in his head, 
and produces his patterns by tho use of 
different colorod wonteds. Tho opera¬ 
tion is a very slow oue, and n skilful 
worker cauuot accomplish more than 
two inches on a rug of ordiuary width 
in a day. 

The s|»cctacle is a most interesting 
one, aud large crowds aro continually 
about the window watching tho rug- 
maker's progress.

Hu if the souring is carried too 
fnr the flavor of the butter i* deterior¬ 
ated, as the acidly hus cn* tho produc¬ 
tion of those volatile arid* which when 
in excots produce tlut condition which 
is known as rune dity. It is to the very 
moderate quantity of these acids in tbo 
butler that the pleaii*nt nutty flavor and 
peculiarly agreeable o lor of good but¬ 
ter are due. Tlio proper condition of 
the cream is rnlbsl r p.>ues». Tho ripen¬ 
ing of crcnm consists m tin production 
of a ceitaiu quantity of lactic acid in 
the milk, of which tho largor part— 
from 6 J to 73 |*er ccut.—of the cream 
consists.

Harnett thoroughly aoaked by rain ia 
harah in the next wearing; keep itiuit- 
ably ollei that it m»/ lie made partly 
impervioua. 

If a colt la high atruog and too am¬ 
bitious give it bran. Thia food will 
keep up the muacular strength aad not 
give it ao much vim. 

Whenever crops^ are ma'urod in the 
garden they ahould be removed. Al¬ 
lowing lettuce, mustard, spinach and 
thia class of planta to mature and scat¬ 
ter seeds is nearly or quito as bad aa to 
let weeda grow and mature seeds. 

If you are raising a bull why not 
break him while a calf, to draw in yoke 
or harness; you can then use him for 
drawing where speed is not required. 
This will give him ezerciio, and help to 
pay for hia board throughout his life. 

If you kept your corn so clean there 
is no pigeou grass among it, alough 
grass rut with a baud sickle and tied in 
bunches will mVxo cheap bands for 
corn shock*. If you have neither of 
these, you will probably find wool twine 
the cheaped of tho twiues that will au- 
awer for this purpose. 

No succulent food is nnre gre dily 
eaten by pigj at any age than beeta. 
They may be fed any timo from the first 
thinnings during the growing season to 
the fully grown roots in Winter. They 
are especially valuable ai n pirt of the 
Winter food for breeding sows, and 
aome beets should always bo saved for 
that purpose.

“AU I have to any,” concludes the per- f 
former of this part, “is to toll you that 
the lantern ia the moon; I the man hi 
the moon; this thorn-buth my thorn- 
bush; end thii dog my dog!” Chaucer 
thus adverts to the Man in the Moon: 

On her brest a chorle painted ful even, 
Bearing a buah of thorns on hia backe, 

Which frr bis theft might clime ao ner the 
heaven. 

Dante, in bit “Inferno,” makes a refer¬ 
ence to the Man in the Moon, but cmtla 
him Cain, a variation from the popular 
English idee.— Lippincott.

OOOSR RAISING PROFITABLE. 

That the breeding of geese in this 
country is so neglected by the majority 
of poultry raisers is a matter of surprise, 
when we take into consideration the 
many advantages which the aquatic 
fowl poasesaea over the land animals, 
one of which is the fact that they are 
lses susceptible to disease. The only 
way in which I can account for this 
neglect, says a writer ia the Farm and 
Homk, is either prejudice or ignorance 
of the pecuniary l cnefit derived from 
them. 

Farmer* claim that they are dirty and 
noisy. Proper fencing with movable 
two-foot fences, is the remedy for the 
first objection. The second ought to bo 
more than balanced by the profit, unless 
you are extremely nervous. 

In regard to the pr< fit to be obtained 
In raising geese, 1 base my calculations 
upon the massive, pure-bred Embden or 
Toulouse, which is far superior in my 
estimation to any other breed, as they 
will produce the greatest amount of flesh 
in ihe shorteit period, upon tha smallest 
amount of feed. In giving eetimates I 
will not tnki extraordinary cases, but 
what can bo easily obtained with a 
reasonable amount of succoaa and an 
average market First, we must con¬ 
sider the cost of production. Suppos¬ 
ing the breedor ha* pasture land of lit¬ 
tle value, a waste swamp and bog land 
capable of growiug gr.mo* and clover 
and a pond of runnin ; water furnishing 
rushei, pond lily stocks aod other aqua¬ 
tic vegetation, the only expense attachod 
to the rearing of geese is the little grain 
they will consume the first month or 
six weeks, aod afterward a fu l meal of 
whole corn at night. The cost, from 
hatching to timo of maturity, 1 should 
estimate to be fifty or seventy-fire cent* 
per head. Now, look at the credit 
side. A fair weight at maturity would 
be fifteen (>ound*, which st Tuank*- 
giving, when poultry is most plenty, 
would be worth in the vicinity of twen¬ 
ty cent* per pound. There is the! 
seventy-fivo cents oo the debit end |3 
on the credit side, which leaves s net 
profit 23. or to be safe, we will call 
it $2 cle r profit.
